When Sir Wilfrid Laurier announced 
the Liberal policy of free food and reduc 
ed taxes with a serious inquiry into the 
high cost of living, the inspired conser- 
vetive.presn belittied the matter and in- 
timated that the government was 80 
wedded to high tariff stability that it 
would not consider any inquiry, Hon. 
Mr. Crothers prayed for a few years of 
hard times to reduce prices, Hon. Mr, 
Foster declared that Canada was already 
overburdened with commissions, and 
that the goverment merely pigeon-holed 
most of their reports after'paying heavy 
expenses. Hon. Mr. Rogers said ‘‘No 
Commission.’’? Nothing could be further 
from the mind of Premier Borden and his 
colleagues than a commission to inquire 
into the cost of living. 

They found, however, that the public 
thought otherwise. The general approval 
which greeted the Liberal policy filled 
them with dread. The result once more 
intimated that whether head of the gov- 
ernment or leader of the opposition, Sir 
Wiltrid Laurier was the real leader of the 
Canadian people. Suddenly the Govern- 
ment changed its ideas, and announced 

with a flourish of trumpets that a com- 
mission would be appointed to inquire 
into the cost of living.
